Miss Loving Overcome by 
Recital of the Killing of 
Young tsles, 


JUDGE LOVING CALLED 
TO TELL OF THE TRAGEDY 


But State Objects To Recital of 
What He Heard of Alleged 
Drugging of His Daughter 
by Young Estes—Great 
Interest in Case. 


Houston, Va, June 24.—The trial of 
Former Judge WV. C. Loving for the 
murder of young Theodore Estes, the 
sequel of a buggy ride which Estes took 
with Loving’s daughter, moved rapidly 
today and when court adjourned this 
afternoon the prosecution had rested and 
the defense begun its case. The pro- 
Sress of the trial was remarkable. Be- 
fore adjournment of the morning ses- 
sion, a jury had been secured, mostly 
middle-aged men and all but three of 
them married; eleven of them being 
farmers, the lone exception being a 
merchant. The taking of testimony be- 
gan wpon ‘the reconvening of opurt, and 
late this afternoon the commonwealth 
rested its case, and Judge Loving, whose 
defense is the unwritten law, had taken 
the witness stand in his own behaii. 
The widespread interes. in the case was 
manifest. A. large 
but perfect order was observed. 

Great Interest in Trial. 

The trial eclipses in interest and sen- 
Sation the McCue and the Strother-By- 
waters case, in Culpeper. Judge 
ing, armed with a double-barrelled shot- 
gun, instantly killed young Estes, while 
he was unloading a car of fertilizer in 
Oakridge, on April 22, following a bug- 
gy ride on the evening before of Estes 
and Miss Elizabeth Loving, the nine- 
teen-year-old daughter of Judge Loving. 
The girl, when brought home, had been 
drinking, and it is alleged that her es- 
cort had maltreated her. Acting under 
the impulse that his daughter had been 
drugged and assaulted, Judge Loving 
immediately went in search of Estes. 
After the shooting, he said: “I shot to 
kill. Every drop of blood in my body 
called for vengeance. I would have 
gone a hundred miles to kill him.” 


Miss Loving, who has lived in seclu-' 


sion since the tragedy, appeared in 
public yesterdav for the first time. 
She showed no sians of her experience. 
Two special coaches from Lynchburg, 
one reserved by the defense and the 
other by the prosecution, brought 
witnesses and two corps of lawyers 
here last night. 

Loving Attended Wife and Daugh- 

ter. 

Judge Barksdale convened court 
promptly and at !0 o'clock today with 
the court room filled with people. 
Judge Loving, accompanied by rela- 
tives and friends, was seated just be- 
hind his four attorneys for the de- 
fense. Judge Loving appeared to be 
cool, but showed some traces of worry 
and fatigue. At the right of the de- 
fendant was seated his wife, dressed 
in black and beside Mrs. Loving was 
her daughter Elizabeth. 

To the right of the young lady was 
J. M. Loving, a farmer of Amherst 
county, and brother of the prisoner. 
On the left of Judge Loving was seat- 
ed Miss Annie Sneed, a teacher in the 
Woman's College at Lynchburg, and a 
sister of Mrs. Loving. To the right of 
the judge's bench were seated the 
three prosecuting attorneys and John 
P. Ewanson, of Danville, a brother of 
Governor Swanson, and brother-in-law 
of young Estes. 

Loving Girl Weeps. 

During the reading of the indicme:

ASHINGTON, June 24.—President

day. awarded railroad life saving medals 
to Charles Arms, of Clarkesville, Tenn., 
and Edgar E. George, of Parsons, Pa. 
Mr. Arms’ heroic exploit was saving the 
lives of Mail Clerks J. C. Martin and 
Thomas A. Frazer -and Baggagemaster 
Robert L. Morris, whose train, on the 
Louisville and Nashville road, plunged 
through the draw bridge over the Cum- 
berland river, at Clarskville, 50 feet 
Wown into the stream, which was at 
flood stage. The three victims mention- 
ed clung to the top of the partially sub- 


ee cars, which were being swept 
down the river. At first none dared to 


go to their aid, but Arms, although con- 
fined to his bed with mafarial fever, 
learned of the accident and partially 
clad, rushed to the river bank and ap- 
pealed to bystanders to go with him in 
a boat to rescue the men. He finally 
pushed off alone, took off the imperiled 
men and safely landed them. 

George saved the life of a Polish lad 
whose foot had become fast in a frog. 
He seized the boy's body, bent it down 
outside the rail, forced the imprisoned 
leg under the cylinder oil boxes and 
car steps, which scraped their bodies, 
but they escaped uninjured except for 
the boy’s badly gtrained foot and leg and 
Slight bruises sustained by George.

Any Agitation Unwise. 

When the argument is used that it 
might not do any harm to let the peo- 
ple say whether or not ,they: wish to 
vote on the question, the answer is 
made that any sort of an election 
Which calls for the placing of the 
schools where ward politics might af- 
fect them would be unwise and use- 
less. 

When intérviewed in the council 
Chamber yesterday afternoon, every 
member of the aldermanic board and 
council, with the single exception of 
Alderman Key; éxpressed himself as 
most empnatically opposed to the mix- 
ing up of the city’s public school sys- 
tem in any manner whatever with 
politics. 

Alderman Curtis, who made the first 
move in council to have all the city 
officials elected at the ballot bax, stat- 
ed yesterday that he would be willing 
to have the office of superintendent of 
the public schools stricken from the 
list to be placed on the ballot. It was 
mainly through the alderman’s exer- 
tions that the executive committee 
took the action it did. 

It it believed that, in view of such 
general and unanimous public disap- 
of the measure proposed, the 
executive committee. will call another 
meeting and review the action taken 
in regard to the placing of the office 
of superintendent of the public schools 
on the ballot in the primary election. 

Below is an expression from M. M. 
Welch, the chairman of the executive 
committee, who says he does not think 
the committee should»~have taken the 
action it did. 

It is believed that a clear majority 
of the executive committee will agree 
with the chairman, and this being the 
case, it is more than probable that 
another meeting will be called at 
once. 

The statement by Chairman Welch 
follows: 

Chairman Welch’s Views. 


“I have read with interest the. empha- 
sis with which The Constitution ex- 
presses disapproval of any move look- 
ing to the election of the superintendent 
of public schools by popular ballot. 1 
heartily approve The Constitution's po- 
Sition, but The Constitution may well 
So a step further, and I infer it will 
do so. Of the twenty-three public offi- 
clals included in the resolution, there 
are others whose election in the manner 
proposed would be quite as detrimental 
to the most yital interests of the people. 
But whatever may be the difference of 
opinion on this, and whatever views 
others may have as to the advisawuity 
of publicly electing all the various de- 
partment heads, there is one proposi- 
tion on which everybody should unite, 
and that is, as to the danger of throw- 
ing our splendid public school system 
Into politics. 

“As The Constitution well says, the 
suggestion is simply astounuing, and the 
more one thinks of it, the more he must 
be impressed with the great danger in- 
volved in this suggestion. 

“The public school system of Aflanta 
is one of its greatest assets. No state 
in the country has a better system. If 
it is involved in politics, as is proposed 
in the suggestion to elect the superin- 
tendent of public schools by popular 
vote, no man can foresee the result. It 
may mean a lowering of the efficiency 
of the teachers, and it will certainly 
mean that those who ought to be at- 
tending to their official duties will 
necessarily be involved in political ac- 
tivity to an extent which must seriously 
interfere with the efficiency of their 
work. . 

“I was presiding when the resolution 
was adopted. It was well known by 
members of the committee and otaers 
that F was not in favor of such -commit- 
tee action.

Carlos Waddington Slays Bal- 
maceda for Improper Conduct 


BALMACEDA JILTED THE GIRL 


He Admitted Improper Behavior To- 
ward Girl, buat Said She Had Mis- 
behaved With Uthers — When 
Girl’s Brother Heard, He 
Shot Balmaceda 
to Death. 


Brussels, June 24.—The trial of Car- 
los Waddington, the !6-year-old son of 
Senor Luis Waddington, former charge 
d'affaires of Chili at Brussels, on the 
charge of murdering Senor Balmoaceda, 
secretary of the Chilean legation, Feb- 
ruary 24 last, opened today. The court 
was crowded with members of society, 
well-dressed women and diplomats. 

Balmaceda was engaged to be married 
to Miss Waddington, the daughter of 
Senor Waddington, and a leading mem- 
ber of Brussels society. The murder oc- 
curred on the evening of the official 
engagement dinner. A few days before 
the tragedy . Balmaceda requested the 
Waddingtorg to postpone the wedding 
ceremony-and on the morning of Feb- 
ruary 24 he called on Mrs. Waddington 
and announced his decision to withdraw 
from the marriage altogether. He ad- 
mitted, {t is charged, that he had be- 
|} haved improperly toward Miss Wadding- 
ton, but accused the young woman of 
having misbehaved before he met her.

found his mother prostrated as a re- 
sult of the interview with Balmaceda, 
he drove to the home of the latter, who 
was his personal friend, and, after a 
quarrel, shot and killed him. ~, 

The contention of the Balmaceda fami- 
ly is that the Waddingtons had tried to 
force the marriage om the young eecre- 
tary of the legation and that on his 
refusa] to marry they resolved to get 
rid of him.

Anti-Prohibition Forces Routed 
in Yesterday's Election, 


1,000 MAJORITY AGAINST 


Remarkable Scenes Witnessed at 
Polls in Valdosta Yesterday. 
Women and Children Sing- 
ing and Praying All 
Day Long. 


Valdosta, Ga., June 24.—(Special.)—The 
result of the local oprron election in 
Lowndes county today was a pronibi- 
tion landslide, with probawy three votes 


to one for the dry. 

The official figures of the vote in the 
county are a total of |783, for prohibition 
1,296, against prohibition 487. It is un- 
derstood that the saloons will be given 
one month in which to close out their 
stocks. A great prohibition jollification 
meeting is being hela at the Methodist 


church tonight. 
The leaders of the anti-prohibitionists 


were striken with a severe attack of 
cold feet early in the day and many of 
the most enthusiastic ones acknowl- 
edged before eight o'clock that they 
were beaten. There were few antis 
working around the polis, and many of 
them failed to vote. 

The brass bands—one trom Savannah 
and the other from Fitzgerald which had 
been engaged by the anti-prohibitionists, 
were induced by the leaders of the other 
side to return to their homes and not 
to play here. The two bands were met 
soon after their arrival by committees 
of prohibitionists and were offered their 


expenses and liberal sums for their time, | 


and so left. It is claimed by the wets 
that bodily harm was threatened 
band members if they did play. 

Crowds of workers on the dry side sat 
up all last night, perfecting their plans. 
A four o'clock prayer meeting was held 
in the FirstMethodist church, and be- 
fore six this morning hundreds of wo- 
men and children were at the court 
house square singing. 

The scenes around the polls were the 
most remarkable ever seen here. Lines 
of ladies formed a narrow pathway 
from the street to. the polling place, 
through which.the voters passed to de- 
posit their ballots.

A new trial is now being asked in the 
courts. Yeates was tried once and was 
given a sentence of ten years for vol- 
untary manslaughter. He was again 
tried and was found guilty of murder, 
the second time receiving a sentence 
for life. He is eagerly looking for a new 
trial and believes that he will be ac- 
quitted.

Attorney General John C. Hart yester- 
Gay submitted to Comptrolier General 
W. A. Wright an Opinion in which he 
holds to be illegal a new plan which the 
State Mutual ‘Life Insurance company, 
of Rome, proposed to put into effect, but 
which was first submitted to the comp- 
troller general fer his ruling. 

The plan, in brief, provides for the es- 
tablishment of the Cooperai:ve Agency 
company, for which a charter nas been 
Secured from the superior court, and 
which is to write insurance for ‘the 
State Mutual. The agency company 
proposed to issue and sell a lot -f stock, 
to the extent as permitted under its 
charter, of $10,000,000. This was to be 
Stock in the agency company, sold 
eitner to policyholders or non-policyhold- 
ers in the insurance company, and the 
proceeds from the sale of such stock 
were to be turned over to the insurance 
company, thus leaving tne agency com- 
pany which issued he stock without 
assets—at least without the assets de- 
rived from thé sale of the stock.

Neither of them are creators of 
wealth, yet they are, under this 
scheme, expected to feed upon each 
other, and the argument is each will 
grow rich. This is impossible. 
one must consume the other. The 
echeme might be floated for a while, 
appealing to the greed and credulity 
of the public, but its voyage must .be 
short-lived, for it could not stand the 
test of time, nor survive the stress of 
financial storm. Life insurance is not a 
thing with which thoughtful men 
would wish to trifle, and life insurance 
companies should be confined to the 
business for which they are organized. 
Wild experiments” and speculative 
schemes are no part of the business of 
life insurance. This life insurance 
company’s contract with the agency 
company is an illegal contract, engag- 
ing the insurance company in a busi- 
ness other than that of life insurance, 
for which it was incorporated, and 
clearly falls within the condemnation 
of the law.”

While Mr. Brewster was. talking to a 
man inside the car, the negro opened 
the rear door about three inches and 
fired into the back of Mr. tsrewster two 
shots, both taking effect and causing the 
death of Mr. Brewster; and 
one of the bullets passed tnrough his 
body and struck a negro, probably mor- 
tally wounding him. 

Immediately upon the receipt of the 
news of the death of his son, Colonel 
Brewster left for LaGrange to care for 
his son’s body, and last night the body 
was brought back to his residence in 
College Park. : 

Hal Brewster was the third child of 
Colonel P. H. Brewster, who is a prac- 
ticing lawyer here in Atlanta and one 
of the leading lawyers in the state. Mr. 
Brewster had been farming near Col- 
lege Park for the past seven vears and 
was said to be a very prosperous farmer 
and one of the most popular young men 
in this section. 

He was twenty - nine years of 
age at the time of his aeatn, and gave 
promise of a worthy career; and his sud- 
den and untimely death is cause for sin- 
cere regret in both the city and the 
country, 

He is survived by his father, Colonel 
P. H. Brewster. ang three sisters and 
five brothers, P. H. Jr., Wallace, Ers- 
Kine, Eldon, and Howell Brewster: Mrs.

Colton Seed Crushers Convene 
at Atlantic Beach 


MANY DELEGATES PRESENT 


Chief Addresses of the Day Deliver- 
ed by L. A. Ransom and Dr. Geo. 
Brown, of Atlanta—Associa- 
tion Is in Fine Shape 
Financially. 


Continental Hotel, Atlantic Beach, Fla., 
June 24.—(Special.)—Two Atlantans de- 
livered the chief addresses before the 
third annual meeting of the Cotton Seed 
Crushers’ Association of Georgia, which 
met in the large ball room of the hotel 
this morning. 

These speakerg were L. A. Ransom, 
district manager of the Southern Cotton 
Oil Company of Atlanta, recently elected 
president of the Interstate Cotton Seed 
Crushers’ Association, who spoke on ‘“‘The 


; 


| 
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Work of the Interstate Cotton Seed 
Crushers’ Association,” and Dr. George 
Brown, formerly president of the Anti- 
Tuberculosis League of America, whose 
address was on “The Valpe of Cotton 
Oil in Treatment of Tuberculosis.” 

The other address for the day's ses- 
sion was that of J. W. Allison, of Ennis, 
Tex., who chose as the text for his 
address, ‘‘The Thirty-ninth Verse of the 
Twenty-second Chapter of Matthew in 
Business.”’ 

All of these speeches were given the 
closest attention. Aili of Sunday the 
members of this association were arriv- 
ing on €ach train until when the meeting 
was called to order there were 160 mem- 
bers present in the convention hall. This 
ig the largest attendance which has yet 
been recorded by thig body. The con- 
vention is made up from the cotton seed 
Oil mill managers and owners from thé 
110 cotton ofl mills in the state. There 
are twenty-five men here alone from 
Atlanta. Other large delegations have 
come on from Augusta, Savannah, Ma- 
con, Columbus, Carrollton, Milledgeville 
and other Georgia cities. 

President Aycock III. 

Owing to the ill health of the presi- 
dent, Hon. J. A. Aycock, of Carrollton, 
Ga., the meeting was called to order by 
M. 8S. Harper, of Atlanta, first vice pres- 
iden@, 

The address of welcome was delivered 
by A. N. Malone, of Jacksonviile, who 
in the heartiest terms welcomed the 
manufacturers from Florida’s sister state 
to her hospitable shores. He declared 
that while the waters of the Atlantic 
at the hotel's door might never 
mix with the product which this conven- 
tion represented, this would never be 
the case between Georgians and _ Flo- 
ridans, 

His generous words of hospitality 
were graciously responded to by W. M. 
McKenzie, of Montezuma, on behalf of 
the Georgia association. 

Mr. McKenzie told of the cordial rela- 
tion now existing between the manufac- 
turer and producer of this great product 
and how beneficial it had proved to both. 
Continuing, he said: ‘‘Our greatest obli- 
gation we owe to the farmer. We should 
at all times pay him the highest possi- 
ble market value for every ton of cotton 
seed we buy. This obligation we Know 
to have been fulfilled to the fullest ex- 
tent in the past and will be in the fu- 
ture. so long as our present high stand- 
ard of men ig maintained.” 

His address was followed ‘by the roll 
call of the association, which showed 
present 140 members. This was followed 
by the enrollment of ten new members 
and the erading of applicationg of ten 
who desired to become members. 

Fielding Wallace, of Augusta, read his 
annuai report as secretary of the asso- 
ciation. He devoted his remarks to the 
efforts which should be made by the 4s- 
sociation during the coming year to se- 
curing those things so badly needed to 
improve the conditions at hand. He de- 
clared that the members should watch 
all laws, both state and national, to see 
that there are none passed which would 
be harmful to the producer and consumer, 
especially in regard to this commodity, 
but to be in position at all times to 
suggest such legislation as will be bene- 
ficial to both. He urged each member 
to have his congressman thank Secretary 
Straus and Major John M. Carson for 
their federal aid given thig industry. 

He declared there should be a better 
unaerstanding between the cotton seed 
oil broker and the mills which would 
, ficial results for each. 
7 mateeten, of Atlanta, the 
treasurer, read the year's financial re- 
port, showing the \ disbursements of 
the association, the funds received 
from dues and the special contribu- 
tions made. His report shows a neat 
balance still left in the treasugag. 

Splendid Address by Dr. Brv.-n. 

Dr. George Brown was the first of 
the invited speakers to be heard by 
the association. His recent declara- 
tion that cotton seed’ oil: had been used 
by him as a substitute for cdd liver 
oil in an emulsion for the treatment 
of consumption has been the theme for 
general discussion both among the 
men of the medical world and the cot- 
ton oil mill men. He was asked to 
speak on this subject at this conven- 
tion and did so in detail. 

Dr. Brown told how he had been 
trying to find a substitute for cod 
liver oil in an emulsion, since there 
were many of his patients who could 
not digest the fishy, ill-smelling ol’ 
He stated that he finally exarnineu 
some pure cotton seed oil and found 
that it contained all of those elements. 


 wtate Cotton Seed Crushers’ Associa- 
tion, was given an ovation as this 
Prominent member of the Georgia as- 
sociation arose to make a talk on 
“The Work of the Inter-State Cotton 
Seed Crushers’ Association.”” He de- 
cClared that the biography of a great 
man was the history of his country 
during the period of his political ac- 
tivity. He declared that a sketch of 
the inter-state association would be a 
history of seed crushing in America. 
He skimmed over the meeting of the

PLEA FOR THE CONSTITUTION 


Senator Knox Says the Constitution 
Gives Ample Power, and Noth- 
ing Should Be Done in Vio- 
lation—The States and 
the Nation. 


OVER COMMERCE’ 


Notable Address by United

New Haven, Conn., June 24.—The Ora- 
tor of the day at the exercises in the 
law schdol of Yale university this after- 


der C. Knox, of Pennsylvania, and nis 
subject was “The Development of th- 
Federal Power to Regulate Commerce.’ 

He spoke, in part, as follows* 

“There are no questions before thc 
American people today of greater ini- 
portance than those relating to the fea- 
eral control over commerce. 

‘‘Nothing, therefore, 
£equence in our governmental! 
than an accurate understanding of the 
scope of the nationa] and state powers 
in respect to commerce and the activi- 
ties related to commerce, for no effec- 
tive regulation is possible in either 
sovereignty if the power of the one 
could be usurped or obstructed by the 
other. This will be understood and con- 
ceded, except by those who appear to 
think the federal government can con- 
stitutionally accomplish everything that 
seems good for the people and are con- 
Stantly raising expectations upon this 
line which cannot possibly be fulfilled. 

“Notwithstanding the complex - sys- 
tem of polity which prevails in this 
country, the American people have a 
complete and entire system of govern- 
ment with all the powers necessary to 
deal with every subject and situation. 
All governmental authority is included 
in one or the other, or in both, of the 
two sovereignties which constitute the 
American system. 


States and Nation. 


“The fact that the state governments 
are supreme in state affairs, and the 
national government supreme in national 
affairs does not result in the deduction 
that there are any affairs which may 
escape government control. 

“While the constitutional powers of 
the nation and the reserved powers of 
the states remain ever the same, the 
question as to when an act or trans- 
action {8 exclusively a state affair, sub- 
ject to state control, or a national mat- 
ter, subject to national control, is one 
of fact as we)l as law, and it can be 
readily understood that the facts differ 
at different periods of our development 
urd under different circumstances relat- 
{ing to the subject. , 

“That which in the earlier period of 
our history was a matter of state con- 
cern may become one of national con- 
cern by the establishment of commer- 
cial intercourse in respect to it with 
other states and foreign nations, or be- 
come a national concern ‘because of 
conditions affecting the subject which 
call for the xercise of national pow- 
er theretofore dormant, The power. to 
regulate this intercourse or commerce 
bcetween. the states, the right to engage 
in which the constitution did not cre- 
@te, but which existed at the time of 
its adoption, was given to the federal] 
government by the constitution. 

“The constitutional power of regulation 
having been granted to the federal gov- 
ernment in respect of a subject natu- 
rally liable to development and change, 
it can be said its. authors contemplated 
a corresponding enlargement; not, be it 
observed, in the power, but in its appli- 
cation to the expanding subject. When 
congressional powers are applied to new 
joonditions it is not, as it sometimes 
seems to be, an extension or expansion 
of the power, but an indication of a 
change in or extension or expansion of 
the subject upon which the power oper- 
ates. Neither the power to regulate 
commerce nor the ¢onception of its 
scope has expanded beyond its defini- 
tion by the supreme court when first 
considered, nearly one hundred years 
ago. It was then pronounced ‘complete 
in itself, that it may be exercised to its 
utmost extent and acknowledges no lim- 
itations other than are prescribed by the 
eonstitution. The design and object of 
that power (the commercial power), as 
evinced in the history of the constitu- 
tion, was to establish a perfect equality 
amongst the several states as to com- 
mercial rights and to prevent unjust and 
invidious distinctions which local jeal- 
ousies or local and partial interests 
meht be disposed to introduce and main- 
tain.’ 

“The necessity to exercise the national 
power over commerce arises largely out 
of the failure of the states to regulate 
wisely great corporations created by and 
under the dominion of the states and 
engaged in interstate commerce. That 
failure has led to well known abuses 
which affect interstate commerce, and 
thereby created the necessity for the eX- 
(ercise of federal regulation to prevent 
the abusé. 

“The necessity for the exercise of fed- 
eral regulation almost always” springs 
from causes the states could have pre- 
vented. 

National Power of Regulation. 


“The national power of regulation 
should only be invoked when necessity 
for regulation exists. Normally and ho".- 
estly conducted commerce requires 
but little if any governmen; regulatior, 
and the failure by congress to regulate 
interstate commerce is equivalent to 4 
legislative declaration that jit shall be 
free. Abnormal conditions in commer- 
cial intercourse caused by monopolies, 
preferential service, rebates and the like, 
déstroy the normal operations of com- 
merce and create the demand for fed 
éral regulation to restore the rule of 
freedom and equality. 

“Over this subject of commerce among 
the states and with foreign nations, and 
its instrumentalities. the power of con- 
gress is plenary. It may be exercised 
in the most general or minute way. Fo- 
this purpose, congress possesses all pow- 
ers which existed in the states before 
the adoption of the national constitu. 
tion, and its power when the subject .s 
national is or may be made exclusive. 
The constitution, laws, corporations an] 
| citizens of the states are subject to this 
paramount authority. Congress can reg- 
| nee anything, everything, any aad 
)every person, natural or art!(lelal, in ths 
|Sense that it can prohibit or prevent any 
use or act that will interfere with con- 
gressional control over interstate com. 
merce, Or that will injuriously affe°r 
such commerce. Congress may likewise 
| preyent the arteries of interstate com- 
|merce from being employed as condul*s 
for articles hurtful to the public health, 
safety Or morals, and may remove ob- 
Structions from the highways or com- 
meree whether they be physical or ec>- 
nomic, whether they may be sand bars 
mobs or monopolies. 

“The power of congress may De exe-:. 
cised by prohibition and by prescription. 

“Congress has prohibited combinations 
in restraint of interstate and foreign 
trade and has prohibited the carriage of 
diseased cattle, explosives and lottery 
tickets, and congress has prescribeg that 
certain safety appliances shall be used 
upon railroads doing an interstate bus. 
iness. The one class of laws is designed 
to keep the channels of commerce free 
and unpolluted; the other is designed to 
secure the safety of the employees ani 
a be nt “ene carriets.

“The new proposition is this: Con- 
gress has the puwer to regulate com- 
merce including its instrumentalities, 
and likewise power-.to regulate the 
persons by whom articles of commerce 
are produced in respect to matters aise!

pression in the suggestion to prohibit

“The power to regulate interstate! 
commerce does not extend to the lay-! 
ing of an arbitrary embargo upon the 
lawfully produced, harmless products 
of a staten or to the right to defeat 
the policy of a state as to its own in- 
ternal affairs. 

“I concede that the national power to 
regulate interstate commerce carries with 
it the right to prohtbit commerce in or- 
der to secure equality of commercial 
right, or to prevent restraint of or in- 
terfere with commerce, but not to pro- 
hibit shipment of the innocuous products 
of producers within a state who ar®@ pur- 
suing a course sanctioned by the laws of 
the state and in no wise in itself inter- 
fering with interstate commerce. If pro- 
hibition of interstate trade is within the 
arbitrary power of congress, it might be 
exercised So as to exclude the products 
of particular states or sections of the 
country. -Congress then might prohib't 
the shipment of cotton or wheat to pro- 
mote the interests of wool or corn. 

No Authority, Says Knox. 

“There is no authority for any such 
proposition. The power of prohibition 
has never been sustained except as 
against articles noxioOug or dangerous 1n 
themselves. It is not pOssible to find 
even a suggestion that in respect to nat- 
ural products which are prime necessi- 
ties, congresg can prohibit commerce in 
them between the states in order to en- 
force its conception of what would begs. 
wise police regulation of a state. 

“The ‘sum of the matter, then, is this: 
For the purpose of protecting commerce. 
congress may close its channels to those 
who are injuriously affecting it, but for 
the purpose of enforcing a more enlight- 
ened policy in respect to matters not 
within the jurisdiction of congress, ‘t 
has no such power. 

“Congress may employ such means as 
it ‘chooses to accomplish that which {s 
within its power. But the end to be ac- 
complished must be within the scope 2f 
its constitutional powers. The legisla- 
tive discreitno extends to the means and 
not to the ends to be accomplished »y 
use of the means. 

“In a word, I do not take issue with 
the proposition that congress may pro- 
hibit transportation, but I say the prohi- 
bition must have for tts end the regula- 
tion of interstate commerce and not 
something dehors the federal power. 

“That the congress of the United 
States has no general legislative powers 
but only such as are granted to it by 
the constitution is not an old-fashioned 
and exploded notion. 

“The preservation of our constitution 
is not committed to the federal judici- 
ary alone. It is the oath-bound obliga- 
tion of every legisfative, judicial and 
executive officer: of the states and na-7 
tion, and is the highest duty of private 
citizenship. The constitution is not to 
perish at the hands of the impassioned 
phrase-maker, and its defenders should 
not be deterred by mistaken or preju- 
diced clamor from perfofming their ob- 
ligation to preserve and defend it. 

“The power of ‘he federal govern- 
ment cannot be increased except by new 
grants of power through amendment of 
the constitution. The efficiency, how- 
ever, of the federal government will 
progressively increase through the appll- 
cation of elxsting federal power to the 
growing complexities of social and com- 
mercial conditions. 

“What changes in these conditions 
ronav be in store for us no man ¢an fore- 
tell. What social readjustments may 
follow the application of tie federal 
commercial power to such changes is 
likewise unknown, The power is a fixed 
and definite factor; no one has pre- 
tended to define the boundaries of the 
subject upon which it operates. 

“The way to make real progress in 
needful legislation, and to permanently 
retain each advance, is to move wisely 
alone legitimate lines. This is a land 
of law as well as of Iiiberty, and the 
liberty of the law-maker is subject to 
restraints as well as the liberty of the 
individual. Congress cen only do what it 
is possible to do under the powers dele- 
gated to it by the body politic, which 
is the people, To do anything more 
would be futile usurpation; to do any 
less under those powers than the best 
interests of the people demand should 
be dore would he neglect of duty.”

$32.45 a ton.

Anthony Murphy's Suit Turned 
Down by Jury 


DECISION ON RIGHT OF WAY 


Main Argument for Winning Side 
Was Made by Judge R. T. Dorsey. 
Murphy Claimed the Railroad 
Had Encroached on the 
Public Roadway. 


The Central of Georgia railway will 
not tear up that sidetrack in front of 
Anthony Murphy’s property between 
Whitehall crossing and Oakland City— 
not yet. 


The jury trying the case in Judge 
Pendleton’s court returned a verdict 
shortly before 5 o’clock yesterday aft- 
ernoon in favor of the railroad. 
Judge Pendleton had been waiting 
on the jury during the afternoon, and 
was just about to arrange a lodging 
place for them for the night, when 
the announcement came from the jury 
room that an agreement had been 
reached. 

Attorneys in the Case. 

Attorneys R. L. Berner and Henry 
C. Peeples, for the plaintiff, and Judge 
R. T. Dorsey, of the defendant, were 
notified, H. C. Peeples and Jack Hast- 
ing responding for the plaintiff and 
Judge Dorsey for the railroad. Colonel 
Howell C. Erwin was already on hand 
and sent out the hurry telephone calls. 
Murphy was represented by Smith, 
Berner, Smith & Hastings and Tye, 
Peeples, Bryan & Jordan, and the Cen- 
tral railway by Dorsey, Brewster, 
Howell & Hyman and Colonel Howell 
C. Erwin. 

It took just three weeks to try this 
case. Messrs. R. L. Berner and H. G 
Peeples, of the two firms named, con- 
ducted the case upon the part of the 
plaintiff, and Judge Dorsey, Colonel P. 
H, Brewster and Colonel Howell C. 
Erwin conducted the defense. 

It was a royal legal battle from the 
beginning, and both sides had an array 
of witnesses to testify, and a formid- 
able library of law books to hurl at 
‘the judge—not the books, but the legtl 
principles abounding therein. 

Attorney H. C. Peeples opened the 
argument last Thursday for the plain- 
tiff, being followed by Judge Dorsey 
and Colonel Brewster for the defense, 
Colonel R. L. Berner closing for Mur- 
phy. Five hours were allotted to each. 
side for argument. Judge Pendleton 
gave his charge yesterday, and the 
case was given to the jury after 10 
o’clock. 

The plaintiff’s counsel contended that 
the 20-foot strip involved, on which 
the Central’s sidetrick runs, was in 
fact a part of Murphy avenue, set 
apart by property owners; that this 
20-foot strip was an old roadway, 
traveled for years, as far back as the 
war, if not prior; that later the prop- 
erty owners gave 40 feet additional to 
make Murphy avenue a 60-foot street; 
that the railroad had encroached upon 
this street in laying this third track 
between Whitehall and Fort McPher- 
son, and Murphy sought to have the 
court compel the railroad to tear up 
the track for that purpose. 

Argwuments Were Forceful, 


Judge Dorsey made the main argu- 
ment for the Central, occupying near- 
ly all of the five hours allotted his 
side, Colonel Brewster only speaking 
for about a quarter of an hour. All 
the arguments were strong and force- 
ful, that of Judge Dorsey being 
especially so. 

Judge Dorsey, for the railroad, in 
cambatting the contention of Murphy’s 
attorneys, insisted that the county 
commissioners of Fulton, in laying out 
Murphy avenue in 1884, recognized the 
Central's title to this strip; that West 
End, when it became incorporated, so 
recognized it, and that the city of At- 
lanta, after taking in West End, also 
coincided with this view, and maps 
from the city engineer’s office, the 
testimony by City Engineer Clayton 
being offered in substantiation of this 
claim, Captain Clayton having laid off 
Murphy avenue for the county com- 
missioners, making it 40 feet wide, the 
city maps later having been made un- 
der the supervision of the city en- 
gineer. 

It is not known whether Mr. Murphy 
will take any further steps in the 
matter or not. The railroad claimed 
that this right of way was acquired by 
the old Monroe railroad, afterwards 
embraced in the Macon and Western, 
and now the Central, and that it ex- 
tended 50 feet from the cénter of the 
main line on each side.

New York June 24.—The cotton market 
was more active and after selling @t a 
new low level for the movement on the 
new crop positions during the early ses- 
gion, had quite a sharp advance, with 
the close very steady at a net gain of 
1i@22 points. Sales for the day were 
estimated at 350,000 bales. The opening 
was barely steady at a deciine of 409 
points under liquidation, and selling DY 
local bears as a result of weak cables 
and a favorable interpretation of the 
weather map. October sold at 11.25 on 
the call and the bears had evidently ex- 
pected stop losg orders around this level, 
Instead spot people and trade interests 
a@ppeared to be buying and later the 
market reflected an improvement in the 
volume of outside business on reports 
that the better weather in the south was 
merely making more evident the unfa- 
vorable start of the crop and the poor 
_gharacter of the stands, resulting either 
from unsatisfactory seed or from the bad 
weather during April and May. There 
was considerable realizing by buyers for 
@ turn at the advance, but there was no 
aggressive gelling and the market closed 
at practically the best prices of the day. 

Receipts at the ports today 4,788 bales, 
against 3,625 last week and 5,492 last 
year. For the week 26,000, against 25,- 
984 last week and 30,798 last yeér. To- 
day’s receipts at New Orleans 688 bales, 
against 1,853 last year, and at Houston

New York, June 24.—COTTON—The 
loca] market was unfavorably influenced 
at the opening by the very disappoint- 
ing cables, but there was wonderful 
resistance shown to the bear pressure, 
and it was not long before those bear- 
ishly-inclined saw their mistake and 
turned to cover. August was the cen- 
ter of attraction and that option, after 
selling at !!.23 soon after the opening, 
advanced to 1|1.655 and closed the day 
at a premium of !0 points over October. 
A very bullish monthly crop report from 
a private source showing only 2.9 per 
cent improvement for the month and a 
decrease of 5 per cent in acreage had 
much to do with improvement in prices. 
Statistically cotton could hardly be in 
a stronger position than it is, with only 
about 355,000 bales at the ports, and 
160,000 bales of this in the local mar- 
ket owned by a few. While we admit 
there has been a surface improvement 
in the growing crop, in its present 
state, it can never withstand the hot 
sun of July and August; its disease, 
which is from the seed, is too deep- 


41 seated to admit of a cure at this late 


date. Anybody who knows anything at 
all about cotton knows that the essen- 
tial portion of the crop is made between 
June 15 and September 1/5, and this year 
it will have to be made between July 
18 and September 15. The damage has 
already been done and cannot be re- 
covered: the tap root is dwarfed, dis- 
eased or rotted off; the fertilizer has 
been dissolved and gone into stalk, weed 
and grass, and for these reasons a 
large percentage of acreage is being 
abandoned. We still feel confident in 
our position as a finality and believe in 
much higher prices in the near future. 
Liverpool is due to come 7% to 6 up.

BIG IN@REASES 
PUT ON ROADS 


Comptroller General As- 
sesses Southern, Coast 
Line and Western 
Union. 


Comptroller General W. A. Wright 
yesterday assessed two big railroad 
companies to an extent almost double 
their returns, and more than doubled 
the returns of the Western Union .@l- 
egraph Company. 

The Southern railway, which made a 
total return of its property in Georgia 
at $14,884,923, was assessed by the 
comptroller general at $26,500,000, an 
increase of nearly $12,00U,000. The 
Southern has already notified the 


no increase and will arbitrate, 

Hearing nothing from the Atlantic 
Coast Line, which returned its vrop- 
erty at a total of $12,857,598, the comp- 
troller general yesterday assessed it at 
a total of $22,403,000. 

The returns of the Western Union 
Telegraph Company, which were putin 
at $1,030,240 this year, were boosted 
to $2,422,960. This company has also 
practically given notice that it will ar- 
bitrate. 

Comptroller General Wright has add- 
ed 25 per cent o1 the increase to the 
physical property of these corpora- 
tions and 76 per cent to the franchises. 
He was prompted in this in part, ne 
states, by the fact of the largely in- 
creased prices of materials and equip- 
ment.

There Was No Pressure to 
Sell During Day, 


Union Pacific, Reading and Amal- 
gamated Copper Showed Slight 
Activity and Closed at Best 
Prices of Day—Situation 
Abroad Not En- 
couraging. 


New York, June 24.—What has come 
to be more or less vaguely known as 
“the foreign situation’ was the only 
factor of importance in today’s mar- 
ket. Gold to the amount of $3,650,000 
/ Was engaged for shipment to Paris 
| tomorrow, making a total outflow tv 
that center, on the present movement, 
of over $21,000,000, a sum well in exe 
cess of all original estimates. In all 
probability additional engagements to 
London, as well as Paris, will be an- 
nounced in the course of the week, as 
it is believed that the bank of Eng- 
land will continue its offer of special 
facilities “to attract the yellow metals 
to its vaults.’’ 

There was little news bearing on 
conditions abroad: the private advices 
were hardly encouraging. It is appre- 
hended that the London settlements, 
which Legins tomorrow, may be at- 
tended by some strain on local finan- 
clal resources and similar trouble 
seems to be feared at Berlin. Cables 
from the German capital also express- 
ed fear of a crash 
iron industry, tnis being traceable to 
the recent depreciation in the shares 
of the great foundry and furnace com- 
pany of Berlin, Hamburg, Frankfort 
and other industral centers. Banking 
interests with Paris connection report- 
ed the situation in the wine producing 
provinces as still critical. To add to 
these various adverse influences 
abroad, there was. another sharp. de- 
cline in copper metal in the London 
market. On the local stock market 
there were frequent periods of utter 
Stagnation and the only stock that 
Showed even slight activity were Un- 
ion Pacific, Reading and Amalgamaied 
Copper. These more than divided the 
buik of the day’s, business, which man- 
ifested some slight activity in the final 
dealings and closed at the best prices 
of the day. Participants‘ in the late 
upward movement included Rock i1s- 
land and the Hill issues. At no time 
during the day was there any pressure 
to seil and throughout the tone was 
One of quiet strength. The unprece- 
dented sum of $!183,V00,000 is to be dis- 
in interest and dividend pay- 
ments during the coming month. These 
payments are usually anticipated by 
investors who seek the active chan- 
neis of investment. Thus far the de- 
mand has been largely limited to the 
various short term notes issued in the 
early months of the year, but it is 
expected this vast amount of idle cap- 
ital will soon tind a partial outlet in 
vonds and stocks of the better class. 
Local monetary conditions were with- 
out material change for commercial] 
loans, but a further stiffening of time 
accommodations was reached. This 
tendency is likely to become more pro- 
nounced later in the week, especially 
as there is a general disposition to ac- 
cept last Saturday's bank statement 
with some _ reservation. The day’s 
crop news was distinctly favorable and 
railroad réturns, with scarcely an ex- 
ception, report gains in clearings.
